Purchase of Golden Coin Branch

SAN FRANCISCO - Negotiations for 
Trans Pacific National Bank to acquire the 
835Kearny St branch officeofGolden Coin 
Savings and Loan Association have_ been 
terminated. 

The end of :negotiations came after the 
Federal HomeLoan BankBoard(FHLBB),a 
regulator of Savings and loan asSSOciations; 
deniced the terms of the acquisition. 

The amount of deposits permitted to be 
transferred to Trans Pacific is limited to 之 
percent of Golden's Coin's total deposits. 
Refusing to permit the transfer Tepresented 
theFHLBB?s concern that such atransaction 
would be prohibited by federal law. 

Trans Pacific had received preliminary 
approval from the Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corporation (FEDIC) and the Comptroller of 
the Currency to acquire the branch and $30 
million ofthe deposits in the branch. The$30 
mijllion in deposits represents about 15 per- 
ccnt of the total deposits of Golden Coin.

SAN FRANCISCO - Two popular prize- 
winning Shanghai women authors，Wang 
Anyiand Cheng Nalishan, whose books have 
been translated and published by China 
Books and Periodicals, recently visited San 
Francisco on the firstleg oftheirnation-wide 
tour. 

Their books .provide American Teaders 
with an Opprtunlty to become familiar with 
the new Style of creative writing which has 
cmerged in China today. 

Instead of writing to indoctrinate political 
propaganda or to extoll herolic, nationalistic 
role models,the authors” widely read novels 
and Short stories are expressing human aspi- 
rations, feelings ofloneliness,hopeandlove 
Or personal tragedy,， uprootedness, and de- 
Spair. 

Their writings are Stitched together by a 
thousand threads of feeling and shared expe- 
Tience. 

Although much of what they write Springs 


from the agonizing context of the Cultural 


Revolution, which gripped China from 1966 
to 1976, their short stories transcend Specific 
historical Situations to Speak to the human 
Situation with a universal appeal, 

Indeed, their writingsprovideawindowto 
gaze not only at the turmoil created by the 
Cultural Revolution and its aftermath,， and 
not only at the faults tbat lie in the stars, but 
also at the restlessness and defects that stir 
within ourown bared souls. 

Both writers portray 3 Sense of new hu- 
manism，which searches for and celebrates 
the humane within the harsh realities ofeve- 
Iyday life,， which accentuates 3a kinder and 
gentler;society breaking forth, arefreshing 
release of the imagination unshackled and 
bounding with unbridled enthusiasm.

Her writings reflect the bittersweet yearn- 
ings of displaced young people returning to 
the cities and capture the drama of clashing 
valuesand the inner Struggles and passions of 
daily life. 

Her Skill is in etching discrete personality 
profiles in her characters, probing their indi- 


vidualized attitudes and psychological feel- 
ings,allofwhichjlaystorestthepictureearlier 
painted by American writers who depicted 
China as an ant hill populace blindly follow- 
ing aherd mentality. 

Wang Sbook,Lapse of7Tze,consists ofSix 
poignant Short Stories and a novella，which 
tells the sagaof the falland rise ofa”“ capital- 
ist "family during and following the Cultural 
Revolution. How the external drama of a 
Society out of sync impacts upon the internal 
life of a family bound together precariously 
bytheheroine of the story is the themeofthis 
miniepic.

Cheng's most explicit Christian reference

Many ofLhe world's mastcrpieces 
of music and literature are closely connected 
with ChriStianity.” 

The tite Story in Cheng's necw book, ZJje 
Piano Uner revolves around a-Shanghai 
pianotuner who is assisted byhis SomChiu in 
tuning piano0Sowncdby wealthyfamilics. On 
onc job, Chiu mecects Lucy Liu, a busincSS- 
man's daughter, bccomcs infatuatcd and fan- 
tasizes about a rclalionship with her.
